Our  summer  months  will  be  lively  ones,  with  a  series  of  BBC  literary  portraits  on  contemporary 
authors,  readings  of  novels  and  poetry,  and  programs  considering  various  aspects  of  the  movies 
from  our  Drama  and  Literature  Department.  Among  the  highlights  of  our  summer  music  will  be 
special  programs  on  the  life  and  music  of  Gustav  Mahler,  music  drawn  from  the  master  class  of 
Askel  Schiotz,  and  from  our  Archives,  an  extensive  musical  survey  by  Alan  Rich.  In  the  area  of 
Public  Affairs  we  will  play  the  U.  C.  Medical  Center's  "The  Challenge  to  Women:  The  Biological 
Avalanche"  and  will  re-broadcast  the  Medical  Center's  "The  Uncertain  Quest:  The  Dilemmas  of 
Sex  Education"  and  the  Negro  Writers  Conference  at  Asilomar.  A  new  program,  "Special  Opinion," 
will  feature  a  half  hour  weekly  commentary  with  provocative  guest  speakers,  and  our  "Open  Hour" 
will  be  run  twice  a  week  to  give  greater  scope  for  timely  programs.  We're  going  to  try  a  three- 
month  experiment  with  our  summer  Folios,  by  including  four  weeks  of  program  listings,  instead 
of  two,  to  cut  our  printing,  addressing  and  mailing  costs.
